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ARTICLE 


One of the finest examples of GOOD eusteur publicity comes from 
amateur service to the public. Specificrlly, service rendered in 
cases of emergency. This area hes not been active in this type 
of operation. We are now in the process of oxganizing an active 
Emergency Corp. 


Amateurs, all amateurs, should be in the Emergency Corp in one of 
the two classifications. Full Membership, in which the member 
pledges to participate in periodic tests; or Supporting Membership, 
participating as his time allows. 


In actual emergencies not many stations are needed. However, ideal- 
ly, each station in ase should have a staff of at lesest three opera- 
tors for each eight hour shift or 4 minimum of nine operators for 

24 hour operation. These men should be trained in operation, 
messate handling, #nd correct proceedure for rapid and efficient 
service. This training comes naturally foom participation in the 
Copr drills and periodic tests. 


The choice of the stations to be used in an actual emergency depends 
upon several factors. availability, loeation suitebility to the 
emergency demands, and other equally obvious ressons,. 


Primarily these stations, being located in an emergency erea, will 
have to be operated without the benefit of regular 4.C. meins. 
This means being capable of being operated from oatteries, dyna- 
motors, gas generators, vibrapacks, etc. All personell should 
besr this in mind and work towerd this end. 


The frequencies used Gor emergency work can be any amateur #rea. 
80, 40, 20, 11, 10, 6, 2 meters, etc. Operators on any bnad sre 
welcomed, 


At this writing we are in the process of forming s 10 meter mobile 
net. There are a lot of mobile rigs in town and this promises to 
be interesting. 


a two meter net is also highly desirable. all you fellows with 
two meter rigs both fixed and mobile or portable be sure to seu 
your applications in. 


Stress is placed on equipment opereted py emerggncy power or 
capéble of same. This, however, does not exclude operators not 
so equipped from participation in the activities. 


And of added interest is the probability of the FCC anproval of 
mobile operation on freqs below 25i{¢ in the very near future.
